REttARDING ALASKA. 

Views of Ifr. Springer, Probable Chairman of 
the Committee ou Territories. 

Washington, Dec. 6.— Mr. Springer, 

of lUinoiB, who was second on the com- 

inillee on territories in the last congress, 
lUid will probably be chainnaii of the 
coiiimittee this year, says that tlu^re will 
be some important li'gislalioii rci|uired for 
tho territory of .Alas];,i. The territory has 
been in a rather anomalous ))osition since 
its ici|uisitioii by the I'liited Statea. It 
is neither a stjito in tho I'liion nor an or- 
ganized territory. It hosa governor ap- 
liointeii by the president, and a justice of 
tlu' supreme court, who is assigned by 
the jiresident. The laws of riregoii were 
deekaieil in force in the territory some 
time ago as ajiiilicable, but they have 
proved very inapplicable. These biws iiro- 
vide for the municipal and county courts, 
but as there are neither municipalities 
nor counties in Alaska, justice has been 
rather laxly enforced. 

The nali\ e ]ieoplc, lioveover, AIr..S]iriiig- 
er says, have very little of the siivage in 
llieiii, and are ca[i;d)le of some degree ol 
civilization. They are docile and teachalde 
and ca))able of doing a good deal of work. 
Many of them aro employed by the Alas- 
ka Fur Company. They are somewhat 
similar to the Esquimaux in race, but of 
a higher order of civilization. 

It will be necessary, Mr. Springer says, 
to ealablisli a system of jiirispiiidciice 
and a]i]propriate a stun frnm the federal 
ireasiiry to esl.iblisli a .system of schools. 
The territories usually rocoive some aup- 
pint from the government in inaugura- 
lion of their [lublie school system, and in 
the case of Alaska the amount will have 
to be considerable on account of the pov- 
erty of the pcMiple. 

Mr. .Springer says t he cliuiat e of .Mas- 
k.i is iiiiieh milder I liaii is gciu'rally sup- 
posed, and till- territory has large natural 
lesoinees, which are capable of extensive 
devclopnieid when good government is 
established.

taken umbrage liecau.se legal ailviee other 
than his own waa a.viked by tlie e<iiiiieil, 
and has construed into an insult the con 
scientious discharge id' a imljlie duty thai 
was entrusted to the police connnittuu by 
the unanimous vote of the council. Mr. 
Johnson complains that the opinion of 
outside counsel was taken on an import- 
ant ijufestion without lii.s .-ulvice haviiiL; 
been tirst olitaiiieil. The minutea of tin- 
council allow thai un thi.' I'.Hli l)et., on 
motion of L'lmn. \'igeliii.s, seii.inh-il liy 
Coun. Harria, it was iin.iiiiiiioiialy re 
solved to coiiHult .\les.si-s. l)rake .'inil Da- 
vie, Q. C.'s, a.s til tliu poiver of tin- eipiui- 

cil to proceed with the 8uiiniierlieUI 
scheme under the 875,000 loan by-law. 
The motive of the mover in bringini; 
forward a resolution which paaaeil 
by the police magistrate is un 
known to the writer. The mover was not 
friendly to the Smimierfield achenie, and 
the idea waa geiieially entertained by the 
councillors that the mayor in .setting the 
will of the majority id' t he hoard .il ile 
lianco, was iietiiig mi tin.' advice of ,\| r. 
.Johuaon. How or ttliy thi-; i in piessii ui 
obtaiiieil it ia iniliusaihle now to any; hut 
it e.\iated nevertheless, and it waa felt 
that an appeal from the nuiyor lo the 
magistrate Would be like un appeal fmni 
CiBsar to Ctusar. It is now known 
that Mr. Johnson shares thu upininn 
uf the Q. C.'s who were consulted and 
there o.\ists reaaonahle ground foi' hi.s 
complaint. t)n ihe L'lllli Octidier ihe 
opinion of Measrs. Drake and iJavie was 
read. It held that the council had pouei. 
under the by-law, to expend the ,'^7."),(J( II) 
on any scheme for the c.vteiision nf the 
water works. i )n iii.itiini uf ('i.iin. 
ViguliuM, secondeil by Coiiii. lirailrii, the 
report was receivetl ami ordereil to bo 
spread on the minutes. Mr, Johnson's 
seooud ground of complaint is not nearly 
08 strong as his first. Ho assorts that his 
official opinion was "rejected —not bucausiJ 
it was unsound, but becausi' it im[ie(h>il 
for the moment t he course of aetimi which 
they (the majority) were iiiipat ieiit to 
pursue. " We Ihiiik that mi ii' 
llcction i\ir. .lulin.smi will ad- 
mit that his .siateiiient is not 
entirely in keeping with the hicts. 
Mr. Joliii.son decliiieil to assist the wati'i- 
connnissiunur in jirepariiig the pajiera for 
tlio oontroot with the Albion Company, 
The water oommissiouer then pro'oured a 
copy of the blank form of contract which 
has %oen used for soyeml years by the 
iKiunoil in bi-idge and streot work. A 
contract bused on lliia form having boon 
prepared by Davio & Pooloy, tlio water 
commissiuuer presoutud it to I\Ir, .lohn- 
son for his approval or amendtni'iit. This 
WHS done in the [iiesoiiee of lliree coiiii- 
uillors and tlio aucretiiry of the Albion 
Oo. Mr. Johnson took the contract nwiiy 



with him and a short time before the coun- 
cil mot on the next evbmug, sent an onclo- 
suie, addressed to the mayor, containing 

the contract submitted to him by the 
water eomini.ssioner and an opinion de- 
tailing tho weak points of the coiitriict. 
When Mr. .lohnson comphiiua that he 
has been ignored by tho council, does he 
not forget that it was ho who ignored the 
water commissioner by addressing the 
enclosure to the mayor, in place of com- 
plying with the commissioner's request 
to amend the contract, in effect declined 
to do so. Under the ciroumstanoes the 
majority of the councillors had 
no :dternativo left in guarding 
the city's interoats, but to apply 
to ''outside counsel" for advice in 
making the emitrac;! ellective and bind- 
ing. The last of .Mr. ,)olinsou'a catalogue 
of grievances refers to the Widker case. 
Walker had been fined in the police court 
on conviction upon a charge nf assaulting 
a Chinaman. He petitioned for a refund 
of tho fine. On motion of Coun. Grant, 
the petition was referred to tho police 
committee lo re|)ort, by tho ■>iiMnim(nis 
vote of the council. The committee mot; 
tlie deposit ions were read; the white wit- 
nesses were i|uestioued lo teat theii' credi- 
liility; the real yH'ciider came forward and 
admitted that he and not Widkcr was the 
man who assaulted tho Chinaman. A pol- 
iceman who was dispatched to find the 
Chinese witnesses reported that they wore 
non est. Tho committee met again on the 
following Monday, and after waiting 
twenty minutes without the Chinese put- 
ting in an appearaiu'e, adjourned. Two 
of the committee signed a report stating 
that in I lu'ir belief the case was ono of 
"mistaken iilentily, " and recomineniling 
W.dkur to ap]ily to the suiirenie court to 
iiuaali t lie convict ion. No retlection was 
cast on the police magistrate by the re- 
port. It merely held that lie had been de- 
ceived by the Chinese, who, in their turn, 
were mistaken (not perjured). Surely 
Mr. .J<dnison will not contend that he is 
so infallible will not say that the word 
of the tsvo Chinese weighs more in the 
scales of justice than that of four white 
men ! The inquiry by the committee 
may be a "travesty" in Mr. .Jidmaon'a 
eyes; but itcslablished the innocence of 
Walker and the guilt of Jcllrey. The 
linding of the conunittee was contrary to 
that of Mr. Johnson; but oven the Mayor 
.and Coun. Peiirso are now converts to the 
report, for both declared on Wednesday 
night that the case in the police court was 
one of "mistaken identity." Wo shall 
be sorry indeed should the m.agistrate 
press his letter of resignation. lie is a 
most valuable olHci.-d ; but his complaint 
ia well gioinided in but one instance, and 
tli.it was taken at the instigation of a 
councillor who lias opposed the Suinuior- 
lield scheme tooth and nail. 



UNRELIABLE AS USUAL. 

The Tii,ns, referring to Sir .\dolpho 
Carol! and I he .■uiiiual ins|)eetion, rushes 
to the aid of the mainland paiiera, and 
with its (irit spectacles on (when does it 
have them oti'), does all in its power in it« 
own harmless way, to create a feeling 
against the Minister of Militia, and, of 
course, through him, the government. 
The Timen has been at this kind of work 
for some time and the results are aiiparent 
in the elections that have taken |ilace 
since it waa established in this city. 
Little credence is jil.'iceil in aiiytlung po- 
litical appearing in ita coluimia, for the 
re.-ison that everybody is aware of its in- 
sane hatred of Sir .lidin Macdonahl, aa 
evidenced by the many gro.ss attacks it has 
made upon him personally. Not the least 
of these was the implied statement during 
the last general elections that his mind 
was weakening. In rushing to the defence 
of its (irit contem]jorarv thu Tiiiu's makes 
a statement which is absolutely unti'ue. 
It says: " In making bis e.'Lplanation at 
the citizens' ban<|Uet Sir Adolphe made 
no reference, by implication iii' otherwise, 
In .any newspaper eMiiinieiils on his treat- 
ment of the toreua on the occasion re- 
t'erred to." W'e say he did, and we had 
hoped to iirovo it by the notes of the 
short-hand writer who reported the sjH ech 
for The Colonist, which was copied by 
the Times without as much as saying "by 
your leave." Me is, however, at Nanai- 
mo and upon his n-tiiiii we ho]ai to repro- 
duce .Sir .Xdulphi' S reiiiai'ks ill this con- 
nection n,-h„l,,„.

the express companies, which are inde- 
pendent of the railroads, are M'ithin the 
contemplation of tho Act, is more doubt- 
ful. In regard to sleeping-car coinpunies, 
live-stock car companies, and uil com- 
panies wdiich transport in tank-cars, the 
Connnission say they uro as much subject 
to temptation to discriminate as the rail- 
roads are, and the fact is laid before Con- 
gress for such action as it 'may ohooso to 
take. The lohg-and-short-haul clause 
is exhaustively ■■■.^ diBo'iftsedi,' ' ' together 
with ' the reasons of 'the Oommts- 
sion for temporarily suspending 
its provisions in certain sections, and they 
say, in part: "The considerations which 
wore influential in determining when 
tlic:'.c temporary orders should bo granted 
were not more the relief of carriers from 
the danger of loss than tho [irevention of 
the threatened disturbance of business in- 
terests in certain localities, which, by its 
reflex action, seemed liable to embarrass 
the entire country. The Oommissicm 
takes pleasure in being able to' report that 
in large sections of tho country obedience 
to the general letter of the fourth section 
is without important o.Kcoi)tion. " Ue'- 
viewing railway operations during the 
period which has ehijjsed since the Act 
took effect, the Commission aays that 
while less has been dune in the direction 
of bringing freight tarifl's into conformity 
with the general rule prescribed liy the 
fourth section than some expected, there 
has nevertheless been a gratifying advance 
in that; direction, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that this will continue. 
Tho Commission, after quoting the action 
which empowers it to "inquire into the 
business of all common carriers," says: 
"This is an iiuportutit provision, and the 
Commission will, no doubt, hn.ve frequent 
occasion to take action under it. There 
is every roaaon to believe that 
some (.if the moat serious abuses which 
Were noturioiia in the railway service 
be£<nx' the passage of tlie Act, and 
wore in the legislative minds as reasons 
for its enactment, have now almost ceased 
to exist. One of these was the giving of 
special and secret rebates. Complaints of 
unjust discriiniiiatioii and giving of undue 
preferences by open rates are still fre- 
ipieiit, and in the e.xisting taritl's there 
are many rates which, as compared with 
others made by the same carriers, aeein 
to lie unfair and oppressive. Heing now 
compelled to justify these rates when 
called on, the Commission finds it makes 
the managers more cautious about doing 
injustice." On tho subject of conipLiints 
the report says that in the majority of 
cases the complainant has been found to be 
mistaken in the facts, or if wronged, it 
has been through the carelessness or mis- 
take of an agent which the carrier readily 
corrected. Tho Connnission urges the de- 
sirability of a uniform freight claaaitication 
throughout the country, but doubts the 
ability to reach the matter by legislation, 
while without it there is a gradual approach 
to uuiforniity being efifected by the rail- 
roads themselves. The Commission says: 
"The pooling of freights and of railroad 
earnings, so far as the Commission has 
any knowledge or information on 
tho subject, came to an end when 
the act took eti'ect, but as pouling 
was only one of several purposes had in 
forming railroad associations, tho loading 
associations have not been dissolved, but 
have been continued in e.vistence for other 
objects. Among those objects are the 
making of regulations of uninterruplod 
and harmonious railroad communication 
ind e.\change of traffic with tho territory 
embraced by their workings. Some ntg- 
ulations in addition to those made by law 
are almost, if not altogether, indispens- 
able. Thus, while section 7 of the Act 
forbids carriers from ))revontiiig sbip- 
uieuta from being made contimunis by the 
device of changing lime schedules, car- 
riage in dillereiit cars, etc., it has not 
iinderUikeii to provide for the making of 
such time schudiiles as would furnish a 
cold iiiuiius shipment or to [irescribe rules 
for Ihe loading and movenient of cars for 
1 hat iiurpoae. " In a chapter upon un- 
reasonable charges the Commission says: 
' ' (Jf the duties devolved on the Com- 
mission by tho Act to regulate com- 
merce, what is more perplexing and 
dillieull than that of passing u|)ori com- 
plaints made of rates aa being iinrcvison- 
able ; The question of the reiuonable- 
ness of rates involves so many coiiaidera- 
tiuiis and is .all'ected by so many circiiin- 
st.iiices I hat il is quite inipMsailile to deal 
with it on purely matlieniatical principles. 
.\ study of the Act to regulate commerce 
has satisfied the Commission that it was 
intended in its passage to preserve for the 
people the benefit of competition as be- 
tween several transportation lines. If 
that shall be done, the towns which have 
gre,-it naiiiral advantages, or advanlagea 
.'icqiiired by large e.\j)enditurea of monev 
in est.aiilisliiug new tlioroiighfares of coin- 
meree, will have cheaper ra<*s that can 
ordinarily be oblaiiied by 
fa\oialily situated." 'I'he

The lirst annual rojiort of tho Interstate 
Ciiinnierco CJiiiiiiuission has been laid lie- 
I'nre tlie Seeivlary uf the Interior. After 
ilwelliii',' lirielly upiin I lie iiia!<iiit nile of 
the interest wliieiitlie .\et, miilerl.ikes to 
re,L;iilale, the (aiiiiniissinn ilevutes a iln/.en 
pieces Id an liislnrie sketch of the eininli y's 
Iraiisiiort.-iiinn rai'ililies fnun tlie jiaek- 
liiirse anil canoe of the earliest day to the 
inammoth institutions of the present year, 
tracing buck to their origin all tho abuses 
and causes which iinnlly led to the passage 
of tho Interstate Commerce Act. The 
Coniniissiou says some of tho railroad 
piiiotioos which the Act undortokos to 
liring to an miil have lieoii coimuon aniotig 
carriers liy water .also, and if wmni,' in 
themselves, niii,'ht jtist'y l.e forbidileii in 
I heir ease as widl.

it tends to increase railroad earnings, 
while the tendency of rates has been 
downward. These facta are attributed to 
un increased movement of materials, in- 
duced by faith in the stability and 
fairness of charges. On the sub- 
ject of ainenilmentH to the law the 
report says : "The OoniniisHion has nut 
seen uecaaiun for recuinnieiidiiii,' any very 
consiileralile changes in the Act under 
which its work is perforined. Thu 
general features of the Act are fotiiideil 
on [iriiiciples that will stand the test of 
time and experience. InoidontuUy in 
this report some need of amendment has 
been pointed out, and especially the Act 
should indicate in plain terms whether 
the express business and all other carrier 
business should bo governed by its pro- 
visions. Tho provision against tho snddon 
raisin;,' of rales uuiiht to bo clearly made 
applicablo ti joint I'atcs aa well lui to 
others. 'I'he Coiiniiia.sion ought alao to 
have authority i,o bring about a nnaiiiiiiity 
of the met hud of publishing rates and to 
carefully cxaiiiiiie, collect and supervise 
the schedules, contracts, etc., re(iuired hy 
law to bo tiled, aa well as properly U, 
handle the mass of atatiatioal information 
called for by the twentieth Beotion."

A People Whose Cogtuiiiet) are of Ef 
ccutric Description. 



A Kefuge Arom' tbe AvUflcIal Life at the French 
Capital— A Homelike Heal at a Hotel - 
Principal Boslneas Street— A Royal- 
ist's Oiilnlon of the City. 



Nunte.s lakes ii cortiiiii chariictur from 
the aaii, from tlio Ushermeu luid from all 
the queer types of liuinuiiity wliu dwell 
ftloiiK the e.iiisl of this depiirtiiieiit and of 
Morhihaii well on up toward Brest. Tlio 
costumes of these people are of the uioat 
eccentric description, so much so that it Is 
said that nowhere else in France can there 
be seen such a variety. Some are suik- 
Ingljr picturcsquo. Tliere is the peasant 
woman, for instance, whose business it is 
to onltlvato early potatoes in the sand 
near Nolrmoutior and bring them to mar- 
ket She wears a skirt coming juat below 
the knees, a small cap, some £ort of aprou, 
checked cr othorrrise, and has the 
JCoot, ankle and calf entirely e.\posed, or 
sfaoas or SR,bot8 neatly poUahed and stock- 
ings closely fitting and often of intricate 
pattern. The shoes and hosiery are their 
sp^lal weakness, and it is not rare to sec 
among them a well made foot and ankle. 
The entire costume is commonly in sober 
colors and neatly kept. On the contrary, 
you see little girls with long skirts com- 
ing to the soles of the shoe, who look as if 
they hod jnst steppCd from one of Yon- 
dyke's portraits. 

As a specimen of the male costume of 
Morbihan, we have the low crowned, 
round toppo<l hat of velvet, or of straw or 
felt boxmd with velvet, very jaunty, or, 
as the Fronoh would say, ebic. The 
jacket is souiething like the voliuninous 
exterior Rarment of our ancestors of the 
Seventcetilli century, bnt a jacket all the 
same, and guy wiili rows of buttons so 
thlcldy set that they overlap one an- 
other. The couar of tbe shirt is as broad 
as a ship's mainsail. It is open In front 
and rises stiffly up behind the head, serv- 
ing as a backgronnd to a face that is the 
picture of innocence and as quaint as the 
cotitume itsnlf. 

It is a plensnnt relief to get away from 
the highly arlillclal life and the highly ar- 
titiciai articles of food and drink at Paris 
ovon to a stupid and i>ot over cleanly place 
like Nantes. The (Country offers its treas- 
ures more ni'ti'T^usly than the city. It is 
pleasant to know i.ijii the wines, if thoy 
are not Clos VdUL'i oi, I'oinard, Ohateau 
Letite or ('!iali-nii Vquen, lire at least all 
they prelcuii In hi-; that you are near the 
place wliere |i('oi)le produce Ihelr own but- 
ter ami il i'ir own e;^i;R; where tliey 
even ptit ihr ImLter on tlie table and soli 
their milk at lniir cents a, (juart from the 
wajjons ii\ tlu^ si reel, and al Ihe corner 
groceries. It is really with a lioinelike 
feolinK that yon .'lit down to l)reiikfa.st or 
dinner in a hole! in a town in Anjou, or 
at the liotel at NantcR on which i be- 
stowed my humble pntronaije. The still- 
ness that pervades tlie diniiiK room is sol- 
emn. You l.c.'ir two iirt.hiGo files buzziiic 
behind the lace curtains that drape the 
windows. >'i.'U loo!; up to the coiling not 
painted liy .^iiehael Aiiutolo, bnt by some 
unlmiiii iitali/.ed local fresco painter, in 
inutationor the sky. You don't remem- 
ber ever to hav,' seen exactly such shades 
of bluu ill t he liriiianionl before. But no 
nuitter. 'I'lie eliaiulelioru ax'o attached to 
the ceilin;,' with blue ribbons painted flat 
thcrorra, the cuds drawn out sld«ways and 
held in the beaks of doves, the species 
and the school' of art being alike \infa- 
miliar. 

Into the room steal furtively from time 
to time reiire.sentatlTes of the Nantals 
lKiurgooi.se — solid, solemn, funereal — who 
tranquilly parfnki' of the several oourses 
and thun .steal away .as stealthily as they 
entered. Perhaps there enters a whole 
'Breton family — father, mother, sons, 
daughters and boime — all of whom make 
the. sign of the cross before taking their 
places. Their dre.ss Is quiet Mid their 
manners ahoost as reverential as if they 
were in church. The repast is served by 
the mature parcons — one gray haired 
whom you seem faintly to recollect as 
having seen in the ojiera of "The Hugue- 
nots." Their duty is performed decorously 
and antirely in keeping with the sur- 
roundings. There is none of bowardage 
so oftr>n seen at French tables. The 
cuisiuh Ik rather remarkable for its pro- 
fusion than its line quality, thus reversing 
the Parisian rule. Some dishes are even 
left on tbe table where persons can heli> 
themsrtlves. Nothing could be more 
un-Pa?lsian. The butter is of a char- 
acter to attract attention. There are 
perhai<s twenty persons at table (com 
paratively few persons come to Nautesi 
and there are four rolls of golden 
butter distributed along the table, 
each weighing at least a pound, and, like 
everything else offered you, it is "a discre- 
tion." Then you drink, if you are dis- 
posed, a whole bottle of white or red whie. 
The hotel is, I believe, the best in Nantes, 
and your breakfast and dinner cost you 
together only live ft-ancs a day, wliiio a 
good room costs only three francs more.
